Do yoa know how to milk? 

The question is neither irrcleeant 
nor impertinent. In sober fatt, a ^eat 
many persons who milk cows twice a 
Hay really know little about the true 
art of it, and a great many more 
could add to their present knowledge. 

The writer of this article met one of 
the men in th^ Dairy Division of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture who knew how to milk. He 
was a tall, quiet Keutlrman 

"I'll just drive the row in the office 
here," he said \nA he did She was a 
pasteboard cow, to he sure, hut she 
served very nicely to illustrate sever- 
al things ahout milWinR .\nd follow- 
ing are a few of tlie essential things 
that this man who knows how to milk 
said aboat milhtas. 

First Comes Cleanliness, 
riie first essentials are clean, 
iieaithy caws and a ckaa. healthy 

milker 

riie next, perhaps, is a clean and 
sterilizeil pail with a narrow or part- 
ially covered top. 

The cow should be curried before 
milking to remove loose hairs, dirt, 
and dandruflF This should be done, if 
possible, an liotir before milking to 
allow all (lust to settle before milking 
ing is begun 

Tbe next thing in order is a sort of 
sponge hath for the cow. It is avery 
simple matter, though, for all that is 
required is a pail of clean water and a 
cloth. Wash off and wipe the udder, 
the flanks, the thighs, and the switch 

That done, everything is ready for 
the actual milkine—which process, by 
the way, shoald be approached with 
hands that are not only clean, but 
dry. 

The milker sits down on a stool 

f laced on the right side of the cow 
t is not "very clear just why the 
right side is universally the milking 
side. Perhaps it is partially due to 
the fact that the great majority of 
persons are right handed. The milker 
on the right side of the cow. if she 
starts to kick or to move, is ina bet- 
ter position to yank the pail out of 
harm's way before she can unset it. 

The milker then grasps a teat in the 
palm of each hand. He s(|ueezes the 
teat by closing the fingers around it 
and at the same time pulling the teat 
slightly downward Then the fingers 
are loosened around tlie teat and the 
hand raised slightly to allow the teat 
to assume its origuial torin and posi- 
tion, while the other hand squeezes 
and pulls slightly downward on the 
otlier teat Thus each liand alternately 
gives a downward squeeze, in rythmic

Getting Rid Of Bacteria. 

It is wise tfi milk about two stjU'rts 
out of each teat before allowing any 
milk to go into the pail. Bacteria ap- 
pear to accumulate around the end of 
the teat and to be got rid of largely 
in this way. 

Then clasp the small-top milk pail 
between the knees, with the covered 
portion of the top nearest the milker, 
if held in this position the covered 
portion will prevent hairs and dirt 
from falling into the milk. 

.Milk quietly but rapidly. The milk- 
er makes use of the mother instinct 
in the cow. Harshness is against that 
mstinct and the cow does not secrete 
as much milk as she would if she were 
milked and handled quietly. , 

It must be remembered that not all 
the milk is in the adder when the 
milking process is bepnn. The cow 
secretes milk more rapidly dormg the 
milking process; aad the milhiBg, to 
be successful, must be done in^snch a 
way as to promote that sccretmn. If 
it IS done so as to give pain to the 
cow or to alarm or disquiet her, she 
will not give so much milk. 

Keep milking as long as possible 
to get any milV The last milk is the 
richest. The first milk drawn is al- 
ways comparatively low in buttertat. 
It is the "strippings" or last milk 
given, that contain the highest per 

cent of bntterfat. 

* . • 

MUk Should Be Weighed. 
Well, that is about all there is to the 
milking process. A great many things 
are related to it The Department of 
.\griculturc recommends that milk 
should be weighed daily. There are 
several reasons for this. One is that 
the ration should be adjusted to the 
weight of milk. A safe rule, the De- 
partment experts say, is 1 pound of 
grain to every 3!^ or 4 pounds of 
milk. Another, and perhaps more ac- 
curate, rule is to feed as many pounds 
of grain a day as the cow gives 
pounds of butterfat in a week; but 
this latter rule is not so conveniently 
applied in the case of the family cow, 
because of the necessity of making a 
Uabcock test for butterfat 

The weight of milk produced, in 
proportion to the grain ration, is of 
particular importance during the first 
30 days after the cow freshens. She 
is at that time most caaily able to 
establish ber working basis. She has 
>ust had her ^cation. Her .milk- 
secreting glands are sensitive, her 
digestive apparsttts active. A few days 
after she becoaMS fraah, jncraais her 
grain one-half to th r ee qu a rt e rs of a 
pound a day. and see hew m«ch milk 
she gives tlM faliawhig day. Keep 
up tbe iacrsaaa from day to day as 
long aa she respandi with enough in- 
crease ia milk to pay for the increas- 
ed grain. When the p<uat is reached 
where the milk floW faius to increase 
with increased feeding,' reduce the 
grain ratraa a pound or two, and keep 
along this line aatil the point is found 
at which the cow produces the great- 
est and most economical flow of milk. 
Then fix this as ^hsr regular grain 
ration as long as she prodncai that 
it of mOk.

The mcasarc contemplates the con- 
structk>n of these principal trunk lines 
to reach ex'cry county in the State, 
at State expense, with such supple- 
mentary funds as may be available 
from the fed/iral ^vernment. The 
state will also maintain the roads 
when built, which will allow the 
counties to extend local road develop- 
ment with local funds. The only ex- 
pense of the system required to be 
borne by the counties is for payment 
for ri({ht of way where it is not contri- 
buted by the landowner.
